GENERAL.

Committee.  .  ir*  a  ° 

Since  the  first  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Institution  was 
held  ;  today  we  celebrate  the  127th.  During  that 
period  great,  far-reaching  and  world-wide  events  have 
taken  place,  especially  during  the  last  few  years,  con¬ 
nected  not  only  with  world  history,  but  also  with 
the  history  of  the  Chelmsford  and  Essex  Hospital. 
From  its  birth,  when  it  was  principally  a  Dispensary 
for  purely  local  cases,  it  has  grown  and  extended  in 
every  way,  and  today  we  can  safely  affirm  the  Hospital 
can  boast  of  being  one  of  the  best  of  our  provincial 
Voluntary  Hospitals.  The  endeavour  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee  will  be  to  keep  moving  forward,  and  when  the 
situation  allows  to  proceed  with  the  building  of  an 
Out-Patients’  and  Rehabilitation  Centre,  including  all 
clinics,  under  the  title  of  the  Keene  Block.  This  will 
be  erected  on  the  most  modern  and  up-to-date  plan 
and  contain  all  that  Medical  and  Surgical  science  can 
desire. 

We  have  emerged  from  a  most  critical  period  in  our 
Island’s  history.  War  for  the  past  few  years  has  over¬ 
shadowed  everything,  and  the  awful  effects  of  enemy 
action  have  been  apparent  to  all  of  us.  Now,  though 
the  war  is  over,  for  which  we  can  all  thank  God, 
problems  and  difficulties  are  still  apparent,  and  the 
Hospital  world  has  its  share  of  them.  A  great  deal 
is  being  written  and  published  as  to  the  shortage  of 
nurses.  Luckily  this  Hospital  can  boast  of  an  excellent 
and  efficient  staff.  It  appears  some  Hospitals  are  better 
off  than  others.  Various  means  have  been  devised  by 
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public  and  other  bodies  to  increase  the  number  of 
nurses.  It  is  a  noble  calling,  but  the  old  saying,  “  Poeta 
nascitur  non  fit,”  applies  here,  and  as  was  said  the  other 
day,  “You  cannot  make  a  girl  nurse,  if  she  does  not 
care  for  it,  and  feels  she  has  not  the  call  for  it.” 

Voluntary  Hospitals  during  the  last  century  have 
given  great  service  to  the  public.  The  advance  of 
Medical  Science  is  due  to  these  Hospitals  providing 
facilities  for  research.  They  have  produced  practically 
all  the  medical  men  in  the  British  Isles,  and  have  trained 
millions  of  nurses.  This  is  a  very  great  achievement 
and  one  that  must  be  remembered  by  everyone. 

In  a  publication  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund 
for  London,  issued  in  December,  1945,  the  total  main¬ 
tenance  income  of  the  167  Voluntary  Hospitals  was 
£5,872,000,  giving  a  surplus  of  £56,000  over  maintenance 
expenditure.  The  income  from  subscriptions  and 
donations  showed  an  increase  of  7.5  per  cent  over 
the  previous  year.  Free  legacies  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £550,000,  an  increase  of  £19,000.  Statistics  of 
this  kind  are  most  interesting,  and  show  the  public 
that  Voluntary  Hospitals  are  being  well  maintained. 

Lord  Wigram  in  a  recent  discussion  regarding  the 
future  of  the  Hospital  Service  said  that  they  recognised 
the  need  to  supplement  Voluntary  Hospital  resources 
with  support  from  public  funds.  New  proposals, 
however,  must  be  such  as  to  encourage  and  not  to  stifle 
voluntary  initiative. 

The  record  of  this  Hospital  for  the  past  year  has 
been  a  most  satisfactory  one  from  every  point  of  view. 

The  Hospital  has  rendered  invaluable  service  to 
Chelmsford  and  the  District,  and  has  treated  a  larger 
number  of  patients  than  ever  before  in  its  long  history. 

Judged  by  the  appreciation  expressed  by  patients 
and  their  relatives  and  friends,  and  the  generous  support 
given  by  the  public,  the  Committee  feel  that  the  high 
reputation  of  the  Hospital  has  been  well  maintained. 

Dn  The  Committee  is  sure  that  the  sorrow  felt  at  the 
great  loss  which  has  befallen  the  Hospital  by  the  death 
of  Dr.  C.  W.  Alford,  will  be  shared  by  all  the  Governors 
and  Subscribers.  Chelmsford  Hospital  has  lost  a  very 
sincere  friend.  His  natural  kindness  and  sympathy

with  all  those  in  distress  were  outstanding  characteristics 
of  his  long  and  useful  life.  His  popularity  was  shown 
when  such  a  large  number  of  friends  attended  his  funeral 
at  the  Cathedral.  For  his  “  Nunc  Dimittis  ”  a  sum 
of  over  £140  was  sent  to  the  Hospital,  as  he  wished, 
instead  of  flowers. 

All  the  Wards  have  been  taxed  to  their  fullest  during 
the  year,  and  at  times  it  has  been  difficult  to  admit  even 
emergency  cases.  The  immense  volume  of  work  entailed 
demonstrates  the  great  value  of  the  Hospital  in  the  every¬ 
day  life  of  the  people  in  the  large  District  which  the 
Hospital  serves. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated, 
recurring  as  it  does  year  after  year,  indicates  the 
continued  confidence  that  the  general  public  has  in 
the  Hospital. 

Now  the  war  is  over  the  Committee  feel  that  the 
public  should  know  of  the  very  valuable  work  done 
by  the  staff  during  those  six  years.  The  Hospital 
was  in  the  front  line  all  through  the  war.  The  first 
enemy  plane  to  be  brought  down  was  in  Chelmsford, 
and  the  occupants  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

Casualties  were  brought  to  the  Hospital  all  through 
the  war.  At  times  the  surgeons  and  staff*  worked 
throughout  the  night  and  day  to  cope  with  the  injured. 
No  less  than  15,903  Service  cases  were  treated,  as  in- 
and  out-patients.  Air  raid  casualties  totalled  595,  and 
blood  was  taken  from  9,092  donors.

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  since  the  Scheme 
was  formed  it  has  never  looked  back,  and  now  produces 
a  large  income,  which  it  is  hoped  will  steadily  increase 
year  by  year.  Not  only  is  it  a  great  asset  to  the  finances 
of  the  Hospital,  but  of  very  great  benefit  to  its  members. 
There  are  many  who  have  not  yet  availed  themselves 
of  the  benefits  of  the  scheme,  but  who  will,  it  is  hoped, 
become  members  during  the  year.  We  also  hope 
that  all  those  who  will  soon  be  leaving  the  Services 
and  who  discontinued  their  contributions  when  they 
joined  up  will  again  join  the  scheme. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  16,130  members,  and 
the  total  amount  collected  during  the  year  was 
£14,562  6s.  lOd.,  an  increase  of  £374  16s.  3d. 

During  these  six  difficult  years  that  have  just  passed 
the  contributions  have  been  well  maintained,  and  it  is 
largely  due  to  the  self  sacrifice,  unselfishness  and 
loyalty  of  the  band  of  organisers  and  collectors  who 
have  carried  on  their  noble  work  for  the  Hospital 
without  any  hesitation.  Their  work  is  arduous  and 
continuous.  The  Committee  most  sincerely  thank 
them.  Mr.  T.  A.  Allen  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  during  the  year  in  succession  to  Mr.  J. 
Gowers,  and  thanks  are  accorded  to  him  and  also  to 
Miss  West  who  has  ably  carried  out  her  duties.

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Regulations  and  Extracts  Irom  the  Rules  of  the 
Chelmsford  and  Essex  Hospital  and  Dispensary 

Relating  to 

HOSPITAL  PATIENTS. 


Cases  not  Rule  33.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  without  a  letter 
Admissible  of  recommendation  signed  by  a  Medical  Man  nor  unless  reported  by  one 
of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  as  probably  curable  or  capable  of  receiving 
benefit  (except  in  cases  of  emergency  which  may  be  admitted  by  any  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Officers  provisionally)  nor  if  the  applicant  be  known  to 
be  able  to  pay  for  medical  treatment,  except  for  some  stated  reason  and  on 
special  recommendation  of  one  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers.  Any 
person  so  admitted  will  be  expected  to  reimburse  the  Hospital  for  all  expenses 
incurred.  No  person  suffering  from  any  contagious  or  incurable  disorders, 
no  woman  in  an  advanced  state  of  pregnancy,  no  person  in  receipt  of  parish 
relief,  and  no  insane  person  shall  be  admitted  except  in  extraordinary  cases 
requiring  an  operation. 

Rule  34.  In  case  of  accident  or  such  cases  as  do  not  admit  of  delay  any 
one  of  the  Medical  Officers  or  the  Matron  may  give  provisional  admission 
to  the  Hospital. 

Rule  35.  Every  patient  on  admission  must  produce  a  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation,  with  the  exception  of  Members  of  the  Contributory  Scheme,  and 
shall  so  long  as  he  shall  be  in  the  Hospital  pay  in  advance  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Institution  such  weekly  sum  as  the  House  Committee  shall  direct  ;  but  such 
sum  shall  be  not  less  than  £1  Is.  a  week  for  adults  and  15s.  a  week  for 
children. 

Rule  36.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Hospital  for  a  longer  period 
than  three  months  unless  by  special  permission  from  the  House  Committee 
and  on  the  production  of  a  fresh  letter  of  recommendation. 

Rule  38.  Every  in-patient  must  be  sent  to  the  Hospital  in  decent  clothing 
and  with  a  proper  change  of  linen. 

Rule  39.  In  the  event  of  a  Patient  dying  in  the  Hospital,  the  Committee 
will  in  no  case  accept  responsibility  for  the  cost  of  removal  or  burial. 

Rule  42.  The  House  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  make  such 
regulations  as  they  may  think  proper  for  the  visits  of  friends,  but  such  regu¬ 
lations  may  be  varied  by  any  Medical  Officer  in  cases  of  dangerous  illness. 

Rule  43.  Every  requisite  except  personal  clothing  will  be  provided  in  the 
Hospital,  and  no  patient  may  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  sanction  of  a  Medical  Officer.
